I  remember  lunch  time  rush,  the  sound  of  the  wind  in  the  second  floor  hall  during 
March,  the  silence  of  the  library  like  the  stillness  of  a  brook  that  runs  quietly  and  then 
breaks  up  suddenly  at  intervals  and  bubbles  and  is  immediately  stilled  again.  I  re¬ 
member,  too,  the  coming  of  spring  when  all  the  windows  are  open  to  admit  talk  and 
laughter  and  the  effervescence  that  is  spring  itself. 

Remembrances  of  exam  time  leap  up,  and  instead  of  horrors,  I  think  of  the  fun 
of  the  rush  for  lunch  between  exams,  the  last  minute  hurried  scanning  of  notes,  and  the 
immense  relief  when  exams  are  gone  till  another  day.  I  remember  listening  to  the 
World  Series  in  Phys.  Ed.  and  in  the  halls  between  classes,  then  the  whispering  of 
scores  across  the  aisles  in  classes. 

These  things  I  remember,  and  the  aching  band  of  pride  that  tightens  around  my 
throat  when  I  speak  or  think  of  C.  H.  S.  makes  me  know  that  the  spirit  of  our  Alma 
Mater  will  stand  in  the  hearts  of  her  children  even  as  the  “encircling  mountains,  beau¬ 
tiful  and  blue”  which  have  stood  for  untold  centuries  will  continue  to  stand.

The  Covington  High  School  Cougars  had  one  of  the  most  successful  gridiron  seasons 
in  the  history  of  the  high  school.  They  piled  up  234  points  in  wading  through  a  10-game 
schedule  undefeated  to  stretch  a  winning  streak  carried  over  from  last  year  to  16  games.  It 
is  the  longest  unbeaten  string  ever  tallied  by  the  Cougars. 

Only  47  points  were  scored  against  the  Cougars  in  10  games  this  season.  Waynesboro 
was  the  only  opponent  that  crossed  the  Cougars  goal  line  twice  in  one  game. 

1  he  Cougars  were  the  only  undefeated  team  in  District  5  football  and  nabbed  the  con¬ 
ference  championship  with  a  clean  7-0  slate.  It  was  the  third  time  in  the  last  five  years  that 
Coach  Boodie  Albert  has  guided  the  Cougars  to  the  loop  championship. 

Since  Coach  Albert  was  named  head  football  coach  here  in  1946,  the  Cougars  have  won 
41  games  and  lost  seven.  They  have  dropped  only  five  conference  games  in  the  last  five 
years  while  ringing  up  27  victories. 

I  he  Cougars  dubbed  Clifton  Forge  again  this  year  to  walk  off  with  the  Little  Brown 
jug  for  the  sixth  successive  year. 

Bobby  Ramsey  wound  up  as  the  big  ground  gainer  for  the  Cougars  for  the  second  suc¬ 
cessive  year.  In  10  games  this  season,  Ramsey  reeled  oft  614  yards  for  an  average  of  eight 
yards  per  carry. 

The  Cougars  were  slated  to  meet  William  Byrd  for  the  Blue  Ridge  Championship,  but 
snow  and  cold  weather  forced  school  officials  to  cancel  the  game.
